from others that have passed under their names, This edition will be com- 
prised in 3 vols. 8vo., printed in that style of neatness and accuracy for which 
Mr. Dessain’s press is so justly distinguished, and will appear with the 
especial sanction of the Cardinal Archbishop of Malines,who has been pleased 
to signif: — high estimate of its merits. The first volume is nearly ready, 
and will be published in this country by Messrs. Murphy and Co., in conjune- 
tion with Mr. Dessain, simultaneously with its publication in Belgium. We 
have also the pleasure this month to chronicle the completion of Perret’s 
magnificent work on the Roman Catacombs, the result of ten years’ laborious 
research, five of them almost'entirely spent in the sixty subterranean ceme- 
teries which compose that city of the dead. This great work contains the 
most complete account of the Catacombs and all connected with them, arehi- 
tecture, sanctuaries, paintings, inscriptions, eyphers, objects found in the 
tombs, and all that can in any way throw light on their history. This noble 
monument forms six volumes, and can now be had for 1300 francs. We 
are at last to have in English Hurter'’s great work, the History of Pope 
Innocent III., a translation by R. H. Brown being announced in England. 
The Rev. Dr, C. H. Russell also announces the completion and speedy publi-

cation of his Life of Cardinal Mezzofanti, with comparative memoirs of other 
eminent linguists, ancient and modern. In a recent lecture on memory, 
Cardinal Wiseman noticed a fact not generally known, that at one time in 
consequence of a fit of illness Mezzofanti forgot every language but Italian, 
and he whoa few days before could converse with the native of almost 
every state in the world, found himself unable to speak toa priest from 
Austria or France, even in Latin.—Metropolitan, May, 1857. 


Her Asbjormsen, a well-known Norwegian naturalist, who has been pass- 
ing the winter in Tharand, in the neighborhood of Dresden, is about to spend 
the ensuing summer in pursuit of his favorite studies in Bohemia, on the pro- 
perty of Prince Schwarzenberg, who has given orders to his retainers to ren- 
der him every assistance in their power. He has made a considerable repu- 
tation for himself by his fairy tales and Scandinavian stories, which some 
years ago appeared in Berlin in a German translation, with an introduction 
by Ludwig Tieck. Herr Tiedemann, of Diisseldorf, by birth a Norwegian, 
is now employed in illustrating a new series of stories of Scandinavian life 
and habits, by Asbjormsen, which are to be brought out in German and 
Norwegian, and are expected to appear now in a few weeks. 


Mr. Cox, of the Bodleian, is executing his commission to search for ancient 
manuscripts in Greece with some suecess. We hear that he has recovered a 
considerable number, some of which are said to be unknown in Europe, 
Lord Lyons placed a steamer at Mr. Cox’s service when at Beyrout; since 
then the collector has visited the Greek Islands, and ransacked ancient mon- 
asteries, He may shortly return to England with his treasures.—A theneum, 


The new Library of the British Museum will be thrown open to publie 
inspection to-day (Saturday)—the announced design of opening it on the 8th 
having been deferred in consequence of the funeral of the late Duchess of 
Gloucester. We advise all our readers with an hour of leisure, to see the 
new dome. Except the Pantheon in Rome, there is nothing like it in 
Europe.—Jdem. 

Old book-collectors will hear’with regret that Mr. Robert Harding Evans, 
late of Pall Mall, the intelligent book auctioneer, who dispersed many fine 
libraries during fifty years, was gathered to his fathers on the 25th of last 
month in the eightieth year of his age. He was the son of Mr. Evans, for- 
merly of the Strand, bookseller, the personal friend of Cadell, Garrick, and 
Macklin, and of most of the wits of his day, and the editor of Evans’s “ Old 
Ballads and other Poems.” Mr. R. H. Evans possessed an extraordinary re- 
tentive memory, and he was full of information on matters of book-lore and 
anecdotes of eminent men. Mr. Evans assisted to revise a second edition of 
his father’s “ Ballads,” and wrote a great part of the valuable “Explanatory 
Description of Gilray’s Caricatures,” published by Mr. Bohn.—Jdem.

There may have been reasons why the publication of this biography should not have been 
postponed, but these reasons subject surviving relatives of the deceased to close descrip- 
tion and free comment ; since to write the life of awoman and to omit a clear development 
of the circumstances which formed her character and influenced her hopes, is impossible.
